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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In all of the references the transducer can be 
placed at any angle relative to the x-y plane of the the x-y table or support. The support, particularly an x-y table is movable along the x- 
axis and along the y-axis thereby causing relative movement between the workpiece and transducer along the x and y axes. The 
transducer is placed at the desired location where it remains during bonding. It is noted that the apparatus of Yoshida, Amorosi and 
Cheng comprise the same components as the instant apparatus claims and are used for the same purpose, wire bonding. No method 
claijms are present. The transducer can be fixed in the 45 degree position while the workpiece is moved along the support table. See 
detailed arguments in Final Rejection. . 
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
